Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman noted that although the final enrolment figures had not yet 
been received, it was evident that Fine Arts had maintained a modest 
growth in enrolment for the academic year 1979-80. While we are still 
enjoying this modest growth, however, the University projections have 
concluded that enrolment is expected to drop by at least one-third by 
1985 in this University as well as in universities throughout Canada and 
the United States. 


With respect to Space, the Chairman informed Council that by and large 
the Visual Arts Building was now completed. He noted that Dance was now 
located in the Victoria School with an office and one studio as well as 
possible access to a gymnasium. 

The Task Force on Space for the Performing Arts was presently actively 
pursuing improved space conditions for that Division. He noted that the 
University was aware and concerned about the need for adequate space and 
facilities for Performing Arts. 


Dean Pinsky announced that the CASA application deadline for this year was 
October 31st and that all full-time faculty members would be receiving a 
notice regarding this from Asst. Prof. R. Greenberg, the Research Director 
for the Faculty of Fine Arts. 


With respect to salaries, the Chairman explained that negotiations 
between CUFA and the University were not yet completed. Further 
negotiations were pending the government settlement with the civil 
servants. For the moment salary increases are in accordance with 
the salary settlement entitled “Fixed-Dollar Distribution: 1979-80 
between Concordia University Faculty Association (CUFA) and 
Concordia University" dated June 1, 1979. 


3. Curriculum Report 


3.1Motion* (Gross, Cooke) "that Council move the acceptance of course numbers 
for the Graduate Division as indicated in Curriculum Report on Minor 
Modifications dated September 4, 1979". 


Asst. Prof. Robert Parker questioned the addition of ArtE841 and 

ArtE851 and the implications it could have on the Art Education PhD 
programme. He also asked why the usual procedures for curriculum changes 
had not been followed in this case? 


Asst. Dean G. Gross explained that the usual procedures for the adoption 
of the above numbers, that is, the normal course of curriculum meetings 
etc. had not been followed in this instance because of the need to service 
the graduate students during the past registration period. He explained 
that Council was being asked for its approval after the fact but that in 
future the proper procedures would be followed. 


Asst. Prof. R. Staley noted that these modifications were minor ones and 
that some effort had been made to inform the section and people concerned 
with registration. This change was not seen as a major one but a minor 
modification of numbers and she noted that proper procedures had not been 
violated in this instance. 


The question was called and CARRIED

Asst. Dean Gross presented Council members with an outline of the new 


designations for course numbers in Cinema. He noted that this was for 
Council's information only since these changes had already been approved.

Assoc. Dean E. Cooke noted that the present regulations with respect to 
this Committee required equal representation between faculty members and 
students and that this matter needed to be discussed. Four faculty 
members, aS proposed, necessitated finding four students to sit at a time 
of year when it was very difficult i.e. the end of May and early June. 

He noted that. there should be more flexibility on this Committee. 


Mr. Dominic Hardy explained that given the new constitution of student 
membership in CUSA finding student members would not be as difficult 
as it had been in the past. 


Asst. Dean Gross noted that the appeal procedure presently in the calendar 
would have to be followed with respect to student membership. 


After further discussion it was decided that the slate as proposed would 
stand.

With respect to the memberships of these Committee's Council asked that 
Chairman report back to Council the terms of office decided upon for 
each new member. 


Other Business 


The Student Request Committee Report was presented to Council for its 
information. 


Assoc. Dean Cooke explained that the Committee continued to have to deal 
with problems of students who were improperly registered and attending 
classes illegally. 

Assoc. Prof. J.1. Smith suggested that one solution to this problem could 
be to inform both students and instructors that special requests of this 
nature would automatically be denied. 


Further discussions revealed problems with the pre-registration procedures 
and it was suggested by Mrs. Anne Adams that a Committee be formed to 
study the problems associated with pre-registration. 

It was decided that the registration procedure would be discussed at the 
next Council meeting at which time the expertize of the University 
Registrar would be available.
